Definitions, I. In these regulations, which_may be called 
the Bengal Electoral Regulations,— 


(1) “ Returning officer” means such officer as the local Government may, 
by notification in the local official Gazette, appoint to perform all or any of 
the duties of the returning officer under these regulations, and includes any 
officer deputed for the time being by the returning officer, by an order in 
writing,.to perform his duties. 


(2) “ Revising authority ” means such officer as the local Government mity, 
by notification in the local official Gazette, appoint to perform all or any of 
the duties of the revising authority under these regulations.
